swerved his car to miss  the
Negro.

Wiliam M. Ireland of San Pedro,
backed up and moved Charles to
the side of the road.

Then Ireland reported the mis-
hap to the San Pedro police, re-
turned and took the injured man
in his own car to the San Pedro
emergency * hospital where
Charles received first aid. Dep-
uty sheriffs were ‘called and
after investigation Stone and
Myers' ambulance  was  sum-
moned from Torrance to take
the Negro to a local doctor.
